William Prox mire, D-Wis., say s 
that with the help of the Na­ 
tional Science Fou ndation and 
at tax pay er ex pense, the stu dy 
of lov e is blooming ail ov er. 
He disclosed today that the 
Univ ersity of Wisconsin re­ 
ceiv ed a $260,000 National Sci­ 
ence Fou ndation grant to stu dy 


the natu re ot passionate lov e. 
The project is similar to a 
$121,600 project at 
Harv ard 
Univ ersity and an $8 4,000 proj­ 
ect at the Univ ersty of Min­ 
nesota that also were paid for 
from the science fou ndation's 
$7 5 0-million annu al bu dget, ac­ 
cording to Prox mire. 
Prox mire said that one of the 


methods u sed by researchers at 
Wisconsin to measu re arou sal 
is to giv e participating stu dents 
caffeine tablets and then ar­ 
range a simu lated "date" in 
the laboratory with members of 
the opposite sex . 
He called the three stu dies "a 
fu tile and wastefu l attempt to 
define the imposi^ble." 


Prox mire is chairman of the 
Senate Appropriations su bcom­ 
mittee that rev iews the Nation­ 
al Science Fou ndation’s Bu dget. 
"I think it is time for the Na­ 
tional Science Fou ndation to 
pu t a stop to this federal v er­ 
sion of ‘The Lov e Machine’ and 
rearrange its research prior­ 
ities to address ou r scientific. 


not ou r erotic cu riosity ,” Prox ­ 
mire said. 
‘‘Fix ’ my own part, I don’t 
care if the project is done at 
Harv ard, or at Minnesota or in 
my home state of Wisconsin. If 
it’s a bad project and a waste 
of the tax pay er’s money it 
shou ld not be done in any of 
these places." he said.

The City Cou ncil Monday night v oted to by -pass 
the Plan Commission and u nanimou sly approv ed 
rezoning of property at 1300 N. Galena Av e., from B- 
3 (bu siness) to R-€ (mu ltiple family dwelling). 
The requ est to rescind action taken at the 
March 3 meeting, referring the m atter to the Plan 
Commission, came from Franchised Foods Inc. 
The planners had agreed at an earlier session to 
recommend the zoning change, bu t added the stipu ­ 
lation that no more than 60 u nits shou ld be con­ 
stru cted at the site. 
At the March 3 cou ncil meeting, CJity Attorney 
Tomas Magdich issu ed an opinion that the Plan 
Commission stipu lation limiting the dev elopment to 
60 apartment u nits was illegal. It in effect was cre­ 
ating a new zoning law. At the March 3 meeting, the 
cou ncil decided to retu rn the petition to the plan­ 
ners. 
Attorney John Calu waert, representing F ran­ 
chised Foods, Monday night made a plea to the 
cou ncil for rescinding of the action to refer the m at­ 
ter back to the planners and to approv e the zoning 
change. 
Calu waert told the cou ncil, “The Franchised 
Foods petition is one of the oldest pending matters 
before this cou ncil. The original petition was made 
more than a y ear ago. 
“Lack of qu oru ms at Plan Commission meetings 
and other things hav e delay ed action,” he contin­ 
u ed. “The planners asked for a su rv ey , and Fran­ 
chised Foods did it. A drainage stu dy was requ ested 
and Franchised Foods did it. Architectu ral, engi­ 
neering and feasibility stu dies were asked and 
Franchised Foods did it. Franchised Foods spent 
many thou sands of dollars showing the city its good 
intentions. In ov erall fairness to Franchised Foods, 
the cou ncil shou ld act on the petition as soon as pos­ 
sible. The petitioner has done ev ery thing to meet 
the requ irements. Fu rther delay s will create hard­ 
ships. 
“Tlie plu mbing contractor,” he pointed ou t, 
“has $70,000 in materials ready to u se in the proj­ 
ect.” 
Magdich pointed ou t the Plan Commission was 
merely a recommending body . 
“The cou ncil has ev ery right to ov ertu rn any or 
all of the recommendations,” said the city legal ad­ 
v iser. 
May or Warren Walder set the tone for the cou n­ 
cil with the statement, “I am speaking in fav or of 


the project. I agree that Franchised Foods has met 
all the requ irements." 
He mentioned another reason, “In Febru ary 
there were only two bu ilding permits issu ed by the 
city . They were both for garages. The economy here 
is good, bu t if we hav e a depressed area, it is in con­ 
stru ction. Any project we can get going will help the 
economy .” 
"Tie cou ncil u nanimou sly agreed to rescind the 
action sending the petition back to the planners and 
followed immediately with the v ote to approv e the 
zonii^ change. 
The cou ncil gav e approv al to pay ment of partial 
claims on work done on the new City Garage near 
the airport. McLane and McLane, Architects, will 
get $5 34.12; Lindqu ist Constru ction Co., $6,948 .90, 
and Mou nt Plu mbing and Heating, $3,245 . 
In the only other formal action, the cou ncil ap­ 
prov ed an ordinance prov iding for the general elec­ 
tion to be held April 15 and paid labor and ou tside 
claims in the amou nt of $122,940.04. 
At an informal session following the regu lar 
meeting the cou ncil started discu ssions on salaries 
for city employ es in order to complete work on the 
1975 -76 bu dget. 
Tentativ e agreement was reached on a formu la 
which wou ld giv e each worker approx imately a 10 
per cent boost, inclu ding cost of liv ing pay ments. 
The preliminary salary figu res will be sketched 
into the remainder of the bu dget and then seriou s 
cu tting, if necessary , will take place. 
Fmance Commissioner Walter P. Lohse told the 
cou ncil that the cash flow situ ation was going as 
well as cou ld be ex pected. 
“All departments are adhering well to the 
bu dget,” he remarked, “bu t it’s still going to be a 
tight situ ation as we close ou t the fiscal y ear.” 
Lohse commented he had attended a meeting of 
the Mu nicipal Finance Officers in Skokie last week 
and all of the officials seemed to be stru ggling with 
the same problems as the City of Dix on. 
“The inflationary impact is being felt ev ery ­ 
where,” he stated. “Many of the cities are thinking 
of raising tax es. Some are raising u tility tax es. 
Some are mov ing wheel tax es u p to the max imu m 
allowed. Some are increasing garbage collection 
fees. Some are increasing sewer tax es charged on 
water bills. Some are doing more than one of these 
things and some are doing all of them. I felt good 
when I listened and realized that we don’t ev en hav e 
these tax es here.” 


Walder commented he had attended the Nation­ 
al May ors Conference in Washington, D.C., and had 
talked with Rep. John B. Anderson (R-16 th District) 
and Senator Adlai Stev enson. He said he was try ing 
to seek su pport for continu ed rev enu e sharing. 
“Anderson su pports rev enu e sharing. Stev en­ 
son does not/’ he stated. “I reminded the senator 
that rev enu e sharing was a great thing for towns of 
ou r size who were at a disadv antage u nder a sy stem 
of special rev enu e sharing where specific grants 
hadtobesou ghl.” 
Magdich said he had been approached by the 
Petu nia Festiv al Board abou t the legality of a plan 
to hav e a beer garden in Page Park du ring the festi­ 
v al this y ear. 
A search of the statu tes, Magdich said, rev ealed 
that if the cou ncil were to declare the festiv al a city 
fair, dram shop restrictions against the sale of beer 
in parks cou ld be ov ercome. The city cou ld legally 
issu e a license to sell beer. 
It was the feeling of the cou ncil that the Park 
Board shou ld act first and approv e the beer garden 
plan before the city cou ld logically take steps to is­ 
su e the license. 
Walder pu t it, “I hav e to issu e a license to a lo­ 
cation.” He is city liqu or commissioner. 


Mayor l ashes out at County

May or Warren Walder said at the Monday night 
meeting of the City Cou ncil, he felt the requ est for 
the cou nty to share in the cost of a special censu s 
“got a short shrift” at the meeting of the Lee Cou nty 
Board. 
Pointing to a letter from Cou nty Board Chair­ 
man Irv in Koch say ing the cou nty wou ld not share 
in the censu s project, Walder said, “We’re not Dix ­ 
on Cou nty , bu t we pay ou r fu ll share.

Onassis burial 
on private island 


SCORPIOS, Greece (AP) — 
Aristotle Onassis was bu ried to­ 
day alongside the tiny white­ 
washed chapel where he m ar­ 
ried Jaqu eline Kennedy 6>^ 
y ears ago on his su nny island 
in the Ionian Sea. 
As the 6 0-y ear-old mu ltimil­ 
lionaire’s oak coffin was low­ 
ered into a concrete sarco­ 
phagu s strewn with lilies, Mrs. 
Onassis reached ou t to hold the 
hands of her 14-y ear-old son 
John and her 17 -y ear-old dau gh­ 
ter. Caroline’s arm was already 
grasped by her u ncle, Sen, Ed­ 
ward Kennedy , who accom­ 
panied Mrs. Onassis and the 
coffin from Paris to this tiny 
island. 
None showed emotion ou t­ 
wardly , bu t Onassis' 24-y ear-old 
dau ghter Ctiristina' the princi­ 
pal inheritor of his shipping for­ 
tu ne, appeared to be fighting 
back tears as she tossed a 
handfu l of dirt on the coffin in 
kf^ ing with Greek tradition. 
The Kennedy children, their

themselv es while a Greek Or­ 
thodox v illage priest offered a 
last pray er for Onassis. 
arms still linked, the family

the plane which carried the 
body to Actiu m in western 
Greece from Paris, where the 
Greek magnate died Satu rday . 
It was brou ght to Scorpios by

Workmen toiled throu gh the 
night on Scorpios bu ilding a 
mau soleu m alongside the tomb 
of Onassis' son Alex ander, who 
died in a plane crash in 1973 at 
the age of 24. 
The cou rty ard ou tside the 
little white diapel of the Virgin 
Mary was shaded by cy press 
and pine trees. Placed abou t it 
were 30 spray s and wreaths, of 
white lilies, carnations and oth­ 
er flowers,

Hou se meeting between Ford 
and CK)P congressional leaders, 
Scott said Democrats in ( i n ­ 
gress hav e v irtu ally abandoned 
Cambodia bu t “the President 
ha» i’t d(Mie it.” 
Scott said Ford still hopes to 
gain additional aid for the fal­ 
tering Cambodian gov ernment 
despite v otes by the Hou se and 
Smate Democratic cau cu ses 
ov erwhelmingly opposing addi­ 
tional aid. 
Scott said that Secretary of 
Defense Jam es R. Schlesinger 
told the GOP leaders attending 
the White Hou se meeting that 
the situ ation regarding dwindl­ 
ing ammu nition su pplies in 
Phnom Penh, the Cambodian 
capital, is v ery bad and “the 
morale is ev en worse.” 
Rep. William S. Broomfield, 
ranking 
Repu blican on 
the 
Hou se Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee, said before the meeting 
that he planned to tell the Pres­ 
ident that hope is nearly gone 
for additional U.S. military aid 
to Cambodia, whose su rv iv al 
Ford has linked to U S. secu r- 
ity . 
Citing the domino theory . 
Ford told a news conference 
Monday night in Sou th Bend, 
Ind., 
that 
Cambodia’s 
fall 
“cou ld affect the national se­ 
cu rity of the United States.” 
It was one of Ford’s strongest 
statements to date in his cam ­ 
paign to mu ster su pport to get 
a su pplementary military aid 
program throu gh Congress. 
Only hou rs before the news 
conference, a Senate committee 
narrowly approv ed a sharply 
trimmed v ersion of Ford’s re 
qu est. 
Meanwhile, Hou se Speaker 
Carl Albert said in a telev ised 
interv iew 
Monday night 
he 
dou bts there is any thing Ford 
can do to get congressicx ial ap­ 
prov al of the aid. The Okla­ 
homa Democrat called contin­ 
u ed administration lobby ing for 
the aid “ju st a prolongation of 
the agony .” 
Acting Secreftiry of State 
Qiarles W Robinson u rged the 


Hou se committee in a letter to 
approv e the $8 2.5 million com­ 
promise with the Ju ne 30 cu toff 
— bu t only as a means of get­ 
ting an aid bill ou t to the fu ll 
Hou se. 
Broomfield said the post­ 
ponement of the Hou se com­ 
mittee meeting gav e him time 
to tell Ford at the leadership 
meeting of the aid’s jeopardy in 


the committee. 
“It is my feeling we do not 
hav e the v otes for ev en the 
compromise,” Broomfield said. 
“Obv iou sly the administration 
is going to hav e to weigh the 
dev elopments and make a deci­ 
sion by Wednesday .” 
In Sou th Bend, Ford was 
asked if Cambodia’s su rv iv al 
was v ital to U.S. secu rity . 'The 
Po lice Aca d emy tra in in g 


President cited a series of de­ 
v elopments in Asia that he said 
“to some ex tent tend to v alid­ 
ate the so-called domino theo­ 
ry .” He added; 
“If we hav e one cou ntry after 
another, allies of the United 
States, losing faith in ou r word 
... in ou r agreements with them 
... y es, I think the first one to 
go cou ld affect the national se­

Sex crimes studied by 
Dixon rape investigator

Theft, bu rglary , crim inal 
damage offenses, and disorder­ 
ly condu ct are all major crimes 
which hav e an effect on the peo­ 
ple inv olv ed, bu t no offense has 
su ch a lasting effect on people 
as do sex crimes su ch as child- 
molesting, rapes, sex -related 
mu rders, and other sex u al of­ 
fenses. 
“Sex Crimes” was the topic 
of a recent school at the Spring­ 
field Police Academy , Spring­ 
field, March 3-7, attended by 
Carol Weiser, special rape in­ 
v estigator of the Dix cm Police 
Department. The main pu rpose 
of the school was to learn more 
abou t sex dev iance and how to 
handle sex crimes. 
The first day Miss Weiser at­ 
tended the class she spent the 
day learning sex definitions and 
their relationship to crime. 
Masochist, a person who re­ 
ceiv es sex u al gratification by 
being hu rt or whipped; sadist, a 
person who receiv es sex u al 
gratification by hu rting or 
whipping someone else,, and 
bisex u al, homosex u al and het­ 
erosex u al were among the 
words which are pretty com­ 
mon and part of the first day ’s 
class Bu t so were the u ncom­ 
mon sex -crime-related words, 
su ch as Pedophilia, a child-mo- 
lester; v oy eu rism, a form of 
sex dev iance characterized by 
peeping, and frolleu r, a person 
someone might meet riding on 
. a bu s or su bway and who likes 
1,0 tou ch people, 
pressing 
against them while in a crowd 
Criminal 
charges 
can 
l.t 


brou ght against all these ty pes 
of sex u al dev iance, according 
to au thorities at the police 
academy . 'These worck, along 
with other like words, were pre­ 
sented to the grou p of 
20 
throu gh a series of slides. The 
presentation inclu ded a slide 
with the word’s spelling, the 
nex t slide a definition, and 
finally slides demonstrating the 
W(M*d. 
The week of stu dy dealt with 
child-molesting, ot^cene phone 
calls, ex hibitionists, homosex ­ 
u als and rape. 'The second day 
Miss Weiser and the r ^ t of the 
class spent time stu dy ing ob­ 
scene phone calls. 
“Phone- 


v erts,” according to Miss Wei­ 
ser, “shou ld be hu ng u p on im­ 
mediately to discou rage the 
caller.” 'The caller is most like­ 
ly a person who knows who he is 
calling or ju st recently met the 
person he is calling. If the 
phonev ert persists, the police 
shou ld be notified to make a re­ 
port of incident. 
The second day was also 
spent on pedophilia, child-mo­ 
lesting. Miss W eiser said, 
“Eighty per cent of the time the 
molester is related 
to 
the 
child.” Academy au thorities 
also said the child-molester 
cau ses more pandemoniu m in a 
town becau se of the v ictims in­ 


v olv ed. 
Some of the ty pes of pedophil- 
ias inclu de career molesters 
who lu re children from a play ­ 
grou nd in a park or school. 
Spontaneou s molesters, 
who 
lu re children and perform dev i­ 
ant acts on the spu r of the mo­ 
ment, and incestu ou s m ol^t- 
ers, who are 8 0 per cent of the 
time relativ es, are also v ery 
common. 'The working molester 
is probably the dev iant most 
feared by parents. This person 
is someone who works with 
children, su ch as a teacher, 
nu rse or doctor (Xher ty pes of 
m ol^ters inclu de the elderly

The 6 to 3 decision marked 
the first time the cou rt has 
ru led on the qu estion of obscen­ 
ity in stage produ ctions, al­ 
thou gh it has considered the 
qu estion many times in relation 
to bcx iks and mov ies. 
In an opinion written by Ju s­ 
tice Harry A Blackmu n, the 
cou rt sa/d a de^’ision by the 
(’hatlanooga, Tenn., Mu nicipal 
.A.u diioriu m Board to ban the 


play from the city ’s mu nicipal 
theatre was an u nconstitu tional 
prior restraint on free speech. 
“Only if we were to conclu de 
that liv e drama was u npro­ 
tected by the First Amendment 
- or su bject to a totally differ­ 
ent standard than that applied 
to other forms of ex pression — 
cou ld we possible find no prior 
restraint here,” Blackmu n said. 
“By its natu re, theatre u su al­ 
ly is the acting ou t ~ or sing­ 
ing ou t 
of the written word, 
and frequ ently mix ed speech 
with liv e action or condu ct,” he 
said "Hu t that is no reason to 
hold theater su bject to a drasti­ 


cally different standard.” 
Attorney s for the mu nicipal 
au ditoriu m board had argu ed 
that the produ ction cou ld be 
held otx scene becau se of actions 
of the performers ev en thou gh 
the 
script 
wou ld 
be 
con­ 
stitu tionally protected. 
'The cou rt held that in su ch 
cases the performance may be 
restrained only for a specified 
brief period withou t a cou rt 
hearing. To prohibit the ler- 
formance fiM* any longer, the 
ju stices said, there mu st be a 
jirompt ju dicial determination 
of whether the material is ob­ 
scene 


'No one c a nt rite ha rdly a ny time '

“ No one cant rite hardly any ­ 
time.” That was the headline. The 
story left little doubt about the mat­ 
ter. If y ou think y our y oung ster is 
the only one in school who uses sen­ 
tence frag ments, run-ons, poor 
spelling and misplaced punctuation, 
y ou may find some consolation in 
knowing that this problem is more 
than an individual one; it’s national. 
In a recent survey of 436 colleg es, 
the Association of Departments of 
Eng lish found that students are 
leaving hig h school with a much 
poorer training in fundamentals 
than before. The survey also showed 
that problems aren't ex clusiv ely 
those of students from lower-income 
families. Middle-class kids are ap­ 
parently affected just as much. 
Nearly half the entering fresh­ 
men at the University of California 
in Berkeley last fall had to take a re­ 
medial Eng lish course called “ bone- 
head” because they failed a qualify ­ 
ing g rammar and essay test. 
Most teachers seem to ag ree that 
the problem isn’t a new one. It’s al­ 
way s been there, but it’s more in­ 
tense and widespread than ever be­ 
fore and it’s probably being diag ­ 
nosed more energ etically . Some 
teachers think too much television 
viewing is the main cause. It’s prob­ 
ably true that y oung people aren’t 
being encourag ed to read, either at 
school or at home. One educator 
summed up the importance of read­ 
ing this way : “ Students must read 
well to write well.” 
If y ou’ll think back to y our own 
hig h school day s, y ou probably 
dreaded those endless g rammar 
drills, plotting out subjects, predi­ 
cates and objects; stuffing y our head 
with rules and ex ceptions-to-rules 
until y ou could reel them off from 
memory . This was interspersed by 
sing song recitations of “ Ev ang e­ 
line” or “ The Rhy me of the Ancient 
Mariner,” the purpose for which y ou 
never could divine. Well, it now ap­ 


pears that such rig orous drills, as 
part of compulsory courses and cou­ 
pled with a well-planned and super­ 
vised reading prog ram, are really 
the key to one’s ability to write 
clearly . 
During the 19 60s the ferment in ed­ 
ucation didn’t leav e the Eng lish de­ 
partments unscathed. In many 
states and communities compulsoi^ 
Eng lish classes were reduced in 
number. More became “ electiv es.” 
And, for many who did choose to 
take these courses, the choice was ^ 
between such thing s as creativ e 
writing , film making , my tholog y 
and detective story writing . These 
may be perfectly leg itimate subjects 
to study , but they should be offered 
after the student has a strong foun­ 
dation of reading and g rammatical 
writing —not before, or there may 
never be an “ after.” One has only to 
remember the standard, “ Like . . . I 
mean ... y a know, man” monosy lla­ 
bles of the y outh of just a few sea­ 
sons ag o to see that the need for 
chang e is obvious. 


One metropolitan curriculum di­ 
rector survey ed recently was con­ 
cerned that students “ don’t zero in 
on a real, solid academic core.” But, 
a representative of the Modern Lan­ 
g uag e Association—an org anization 
of colleg e Eng lish teachers—sees 
some hopeful sig ns. 
She observes that all over the 
country Eng lish professors are re­ 
porting that students are becoming 
g oal-oriented ag ain and that they ’re 
asking for Eng lish courses that fo­ 
cus on essential writing skills. As 
she puts it, there is a shift away from 
“ the touch-feely stag e, the love - ev ­ 
ery body - and - g ood - writing - will - 
result” day s. 
Amen to that! May be the advo­ 
cates of plain old “ readin’ and writ- 
in’ ” were correct after all. In anoth­ 
er decade or so we may finally be 
turning out more students who can 
org anize a sentence properly than 
cannot. And, with plenty of nudg ing 
from concerned parents and teach­ 
ers, they may beg in reading ag ain, 
too.

Crime a nd re s pa ns ibility

The schools, the communications 
media and the business community 
should be forced to share leg al re­ 
sponsibility for the antisocial and 
criminal behavior of y outh, say s a 
critic. 
According to J ohn Ly on, writing 
in U.S. Catholic mag azine, society 
unfairly forces families to bear the 
leg al burden of responsibility for ad­ 
olescent behavior “ when ag encies 
outside the home have had a deci­ 
siv e role in shaping the character 
and behavior patterns of y outh.” 
While acknowledg ing that the 
chief responsibility is with parents, 
it is hard to imag ine, he say s, that 
“ drug use, shoplifting , larceny and 
felonious 
behav ior 
would 
be 
taug ht—or 
learned—in 
most 
homes.” 
From another quarter, two re­ 
searchers charg e that sociolog ists 
are suffering from a “ person- 
blame” bias—the tendency to hold 
individuals, rather than the sy stem, 
responsible for the indiv idua l’s 
problems. 
“ If we view delinquents as per­ 
sons who follow ex traleg al paths to 
socially valued g oals when the con­ 
v entionally approv ed paths are 
barred to them, we would adv ocate 
sy stem-chang e remedies,” say s Na­ 
than Caplan and Stephen D. Nelson 
of the University of Michig an. 


There is, of course, a lot of truth 
in these arg uments. Every parent is 
aware of how much more powerful 
the influence of outside factors, 
es pecially peer-g roup pressures, is 
on their children than v alues taug ht 
in the home—if values are taug ht in 
the home. And y oung people who run 
afoul of the law have in all too many 
cases known nothing but blame and 
failure in their lives. 
But the trouble with this kind of 
reasoning is that if the individual is 
not, at some point, to be held respon­ 
sible for his bad behavior, if it is al­ 
way s society ’s fault, the “ sy stem’s” 
fault, then neither is the individual 
to be praised for his g ood behavior. 
If those who “ follow ex traleg al 
paths to socially valued g oals” are 
to be held blameless because the le­ 
g al paths are barred to them, then 
those who do follow the leg al paths 
can take no credit for their achiev e­ 
ments. 
In other words, if it is the “ sy s­ 
tem’s” failure in the one case, then 
log ically it should be called the “ sy s­ 
tem’s” success in the other. 
A not-so-funny thing has been 
happening on the way to a more per­ 
fect society . We hear every thing 
about individual rig hts, but nothing 
about indiv idual responsibilities. 
Yet crime, delinquence and antiso­ 
cial behavior g row steadily more 
prevalent. 


In our emphasis on what societv 
owes to individuals and our de-em­ 
phasis on what individuals owe soci­ 
ety , we actually depreciate the 
worth of the individual—and what is 
society but a collection of individ­ 
uals? By holding out no hig h stand­ 
ards, no hig h ex pectations, to indi­ 
viduals, we invite the very substand­ 
ard society we are lamenting . 
To be sure, the “ sy stem” has 
much to answer for. We chuck law­ 
breakers away in prison for vary ing 
periods of time, rarely requiring 
them to make restitution to their 
v ictims—or, indeed, making it pos­ 
sible for Üiem to do so even if they 
wanted to. 
Then we set them loose ag ain and 
in most states deny ex -cons the ex er­ 
cise of such a basic civ ic responsibil­ 
ity as the rig ht to v ote—a practice 
which the U.S. Supreme Court itself 
upheld last y ear. 
And we wonder why “ rehabilita­ 
tion” is so seldom successful. 
This problem of crime and delin­ 
quency needs much more intellig ent 
effort than it has been g etting if it is 
not to be our undoing . But rather 
than try ing to assess blame, lay ing it 
all on the individual on the one hand 
and all on society on the other, we 
should beg in to recog nize that re­ 
sponsibility is a two-way street and 
b^in to demand the best from both 
individuals and society .

REFLECTIONS— “ There is no 
relationship between equalized as­ 
sessments and fair cash value of 
property and the multiplier which is 
supposed to bring all assessments to 
50 per cent of actual value has col­ 
lapsed. It is a fiction. 
“ There will be no new multiplier 
set by the State Department of Local 
Government Affairs (DLGA).” 
These words were uttered Dec. 
20,19 7 4 by Georg e Warnecke, ex ecu­ 
tiv e director of the J oint Leg islativ e 
Subcommittee on Property Tax Re­ 
form. 
Last week, the subcommittee 
recommended the DLGA be stripped 
of its responsibility to equalize prop- . 
erty tax assessments because it has 
not accomplished this purpose. 
State law requires property be 
assessed at 50 per cent of its fair 
market value. The multiplier is a 
number assig ned to the property as­ 
sessments in any county to bring 
them up to 50 per cent of actual v al­ 
ue. 
In actual practice during 19 7 2, af­ 
ter the DLGA applied multipliers to 
the assessments in the counties, five 
of them had assessments which 
were less than 30 per cent of actual 
value. 
The lowest of these were in J ohn­ 
son and Massac Counties whose 
property assessments, after being 
equalized, were only 22 per cent of 
actual value. 
Equalized property assessments 
in Lee, Og le and Bureau Counties 
are 50 per cent of real value. 
The effect of this unequalized 
property assessments fact is an 
owner of a home in J ohnson or Mas­ 
sac which is worth $25,000 would 
have it assessed at $5,500 for tax a­ 
tion. In counties in The Teleg raph 


area an owner of a home valued at 
$25,000 will have it assessed at $12,- 
500. 
A property owner in J ohnson or 
Massac Counties would have his 
property assessed at only 17 .6 per 
cent of what it would be assessed if 
located in this area. 
The two counties mentioned are 
two of the most southern ones in Illi­ 
nois. 
While the two ex amples pointed 
out are ex tremes, under the adminr 
istration of multipliers by the DLGA 
in 19 7 2, only 41 of the state’s 102 
counties’ property a ssessm ents 
reached 50 per cent of fair cash v al­ 
ue as dictated by state law. 
It is this failure which broug ht 
about the subcommittee being ap­ 
pointed to study tax reform. It was 
created by a House and Senate Res­ 
olution in 19 7 3 and was chaired by 
Sen. Terrell E. Clarke, R-Western 
Spring s. 
Another recommendation by the 
subcommittee is to lower the re­ 
quired assessment of property from 
50 per cent of actual value to 40 per 
cent. 
Because of widespread inequities 
between property tax pay ers in v ar­ 
ious parts of the state, this recom­ 
mendation will likely be approved. 
It is also probable the DLGA, 
which operates under the direction 
of the g overnor, will be reliev ed of 
its duties to equalize property tax 
assessments. 
TTie subcommittee has requested 
its life be ex tended to permit further 
study in dev ices to equalize property 
assessments. 
A Lake County court case which 
is being heard by the Illinois Su­ 
preme Court may take the adminis­ 
tration of equalization of property

WASHINGTON (NEA)— A cus­ 
tomer in Atlanta last November pur­ 
chased a $185 suit from a haberdash­ 
er. He waited a month for altera­ 
tions, only to find the trouser leng th 
an inch in ex cess. Sam, he told the 
clerk, y ou made the pants too long . 
After another month he was g iv ­ 
en the suit ag ain, this time an inch 
too short. Arg uments and threats 
followed. The haberdasher told the 
customer to stick his complaint in 
his ey e. In the end the customer paid 
a lawy er $250 to reclaim the $185. 
Now comes justice. Say s the cus­ 
tomer: “ Tlie store has just g one out 
of business. The recession, I sup­ 
pose. I feel g uilty for say ing so, in 
times like these, but I’m v ery happy 
that the store failed.” 
The g lad g uilt is reasonable. The 
nation is g loomed by recession-pro­ 
voked business failures, some 250 a 
week now, and there can be no true 
joy in contemplating the resulting 
millions out of work (in J anuary 
about 30,000a day ). 
Still, it’s the truth, as the Atlanta 
customer sug g ests, that some of 
these businesses and some of these 
workers deserv e their fate. Shoddy 
mechanics and arrog ant clerks are, 
it’s to be hoped, the first to g o in hard 
times—and victimized consumers 
say g ood riddance. 
Their departure may aug ur only 
g ood for the nation. The slothful and 


the careless hav e been increasing 
drag s on free enterprise in recent 
decades. Tliey are the ty pes who 
push absentee fig ures in some indus­ 
tries as hig h as 8 to 10 per cent annu­ 
ally . 
But mainly the weak workers and 
unbusinesslike businesses hav e sab­ 
otag ed the American customer’s 
once trusted respect for his nation’s 
products. The Council of Better 
Business Bureaus reports consumer 
complaints to local BBB’s hav e risen 
steadily ev ery y ear since the ’50s. 
In 19 7 4, as ex ample, ag encies 
compiled one million complants, up 
11 ¡¿ r cent from 19 7 3. Complaints 
ag ainst department stores were up 
10 per cent, complaints ag ainst serv ­ 
ice establishments were up 10 per 
cent, g ripes concerning mail order 
houses (the BBB’s bi^est bug aboo) 
were 
up 
17 .2 
points. 
‘‘We’re 
swamped,” say s one BBB ex ecutiv e, 
“ sometimes 1 think there isn’t a 
competent business left in the coun­ 
try .” 
Not even the complaints, howev­ 
er, g iv e an accurate picture of the 
bunkum consumers must increas­ 
ing ly suffer. The National Commis­ 
sion on Consumer Safety , for ex am­ 
ple, say s there are 60,000 people in­ 
jured each y ear by faulty cosmetics 
alone (honest to God, cosmetics), 
but only a fraction bother to g ripe 
Add to this the people injured by 
shoddy or unsafe household products

Th ey h av e so ld pieces o f th at 
land to an estimated 215,000 
peo ple at $2,000 to $5,000 a par­ 
cel since th e 1950s, o fficials 
said. 
Th e ch arges include an accu­ 
satio n th at AMREP painted 
grass and tied pine co nes o n 
trees to make th e land lo o k 
mo re desirable fo r pro mo tio nal 
mo v ies. 
Bo th co mpanies were ac­ 


cused o f representing th eir 
pro perties as go o d inv estments 
and h o me sites wh ile, in mo st 
cases, such basic utih ties as 
water and electricity were no t 
av ailable. 
Th e dev elo pments named in 
th e co mplaints were AMREP’s 
Real Ranch o Estates near Al­ 
buquerque, 
N.M.; 
Silv er 
Springs Sh o re near Ocala, Fla.; 
Oakmo nt Sh o res in Misso uri’s 
Ozarks, and Eldo rado at Santa 
Fe, N.M. 
Ho rizo n’s ' dev elo pm ents 
named were Paradise Hills and 
Rio Co mmunities near Albu­ 
querque, N.M.; Ho rizo n City 
near El Paso , Tex .; Waterwo o d 
near Ho usto n, Tex .; Arizo na 
Sunsites near Tucso n, Ariz., 
and Wh isperint Ranch near 
Ph o enix . 
Th e co mmissio n serv ed no ­ 
tice th at it wo uld attempt to o b­ 
tain restitutio n fo r co nsumers 
fo r th e first time under 1974 
amendments wh ich permit it to 
seek co urt actio n fo r refunds

in six mo nth s o f th e date. 


Ho rizo n Co rp. co ntested th e 
co m m issio n’s allegatio ns. A 
co mpany spo kesman said in a 
statement, “We lo o k fo rward to 
th e co mmencement o f th e h ear­ 
ings because we feel th at o nce 
th e ev idence is pro duced o ur 
practices and o ur po licy o f pro ­ 
v iding an o ppo rtunity to th e 
public to purch ase land will be 
v indicated.”

The 
USRA reaffirm ed its contention 


that the railroad cou ld not re ­

The reorganization requ est 
for the railroad was filed Mon­ 
day in U.S. District Cou rt in 
(Chicago. 
When asked if the colorfu l, 
128 -y ear-old railroad was dead, 
Ingram said, “I think it means 
that the Rock Island will be in 
the hands of the ICC and the 
Congress.” 
It will be the third tim e that 
the Rock Island, the first rail­ 
road to cross theM ississippi 
Riv er in 1854, has requ ested 
reorganization. The railroad 
filed for bankru ptcy in 19 15 and 
was in receiv ership u ntil the 
federal gov ernment assu med 
control of the nation's train

y ear battle becam e a priv ate 
corporation once again in 19 48. 
Bu t

asked the ICC to grant a m erg­ 
er with the Union Pacific.

Fires which still rage or smou lder in the milllions of 
dollars worth of wreckage, delay ed the cou nts of larger 
death lists.

High Court ruling could send faxes soaring 


What has happen ed to the bill prov idin g sales tax re­ 
lief for sen ior citizen s? I u n derstan d on e su ch bill was v e­ 
toed, bu t I am n ot clear abou t what was affected by this 
action an d which prog rams are still in effect.—I.H. 
Dear Mr. H: 
The prog ram of sales tax rebates con tain ed in Hou se 
Bill 2715 passed the Gen eral Assembly in Nov ember an d 
December bu t was v etoed in Jan u ary . Howev er, iden tical 
leg islation was rein trodu ced in the n ew leg islativ e session 
early in Febru ary . The n ew bill, Sen ate Bill 62, already 
has passed the State Sen ate 52 to 2 an d is cu rren tly u n der 
con sideration in the Hou se. 
It is essen tially the same prog ram con tain ed in Hou se 
Bill 2715—an m^al cash g ran ts of u p to $100 as a rebate for 
sales tax es on food, fu el, clothin g , an d medicin e. Hou se­ 
holds of elderly an d disabled person s with an n u al in comes 
of less than $10,000 wou ld be elig ible. Sen ate Bill 62 also 
has two n ew featu res: (1) residen ts of pu blic hou sin g may 
qu alify for g ran ts, an d (2) the g ran t amou n t may be n o 
less than $M, I hope the Illin ois Hou se will g iv e immediate 
con sideration to this measu re so that these modest ben e­ 
fits can be made av ailable to n eedy person s as soon as 
possible. 
TTiis prog ram of sales tax rebates wou ld su pplemen t 
the ex istin g “circu it breaker” prog ram of tax relief for el­ 
derly an d disabled home own ers an d ren ters. Howev er, 
some people hav e the mistaken impression that the v eto of 
Hou se Bill 2715 affected or cu rtailed the circu it breaker. It 
did n ot. These g ran ts will con tin u e to be made to elig ible 
hou seholds, based on the relation ship of in come to proper­ 
ty tax es or ren t. Sen ate Bill 62, if it becomes law, wou ld 
prov ide addition al ben efits to circu it breaker recipien ts 
an d to others. 


I heard on the radio that the price of food stamps was 
g oin g to be in creased in the n ear fu tu re. Has this hap- 
'pen ed y et, an d how will it affect my elig ibility ? I n ow pay 
$24 for $46 worth of cou pon s,—E.H. 
Dear Mrs. H.: 
Earlier this y ear the federal g ov ern men t proposed an 
in crease in food stamp prices, which wou ld hav e been ef­ 
fectiv e March 1. Cu rren tly , the av erag e hou sehold mu st 
allot abou t 23 per cen t of its mon thly in come for the food 
cou pon s. The n ew reg u lation s wou ld hav e raised the 
amou n t to 30 per cen t for most food stamp recipien ts. Con ­ 
g ress, thou g h, acted qu ickly to forbid an y in creases in 
food stamp costs du rin g 1975. For the rest of this y ear, at 
least, y ou will n ot hav e to pay an y more than y ou cu rren t­ 
ly are pay in g , as lon g as y ou r in come an d liv in g ex pen ses 
stay the same. 


There is a sen ior citizen n u trition cen ter in an adja­ 
cen t cou n ty , bu t there is n o su ch serv ice in the cou n ty 
where I liv e. This doesn 't seem fair.—F.L. 
Dear Mrs. L: 
The sen ior n u trition prog rams in Illin ois an d throu g h­ 
ou t the n ation are fu n ded by the federal Older American s 
Act. The U5. g ov ern men t pay s abou t 90 per cen t of the 
cost, an d the rest comes from local con tribu tion s. Al­ 
thou g h Illin ois n ow has 30 n u trition projects operatin g 
more than 200 meal sites, the fu n ds comin g in to the state 
for this worthwhile prog ram are u n fortu n ately limited. In 
fact, 44of Illin ois’ 102 cou n ties do n ot hav e a n u trition pro­ 
g ram, serv in g hot, low-cost meals on a daily basis to older 
citizen s. 
The n u trition effort, still relativ ely n ew, is slowly 
spreadin g g eog raphically as dollars bi^ome av ailable. 
We’re pu ttin g y ou in tou ch with y ou r Area Ag en cy on Ag ­ 
in g , on e of 13 in the state. Each ag en cy has the respon si­ 
bility to su rv ey an n u ally the n eeds of its elderly citizen s 
an d to decide which serv ices hav e priority an d shou ld he 
prov ided. The Departmen t on Ag in g an d its 13 Area Ag en ­ 
cies are n ow holdin g hearin g s on their plan s, an d they 
wan t to hear from people like y ou . 


Recen tly the state an n ou n ced a n ew prog ram of fin an ­ 
cial assistan ce to elderly an d disabled person s. Can y ou 
g iv e me more detaU? Who an d how man y will qu alify , an d 
when will the ben efits beg in ?—G.S. 
Dear Mrs. S: 
Beg in n in g April 1, 1975, the Illin ois Departmen t of 
Pu blic Aid will in itiate a prog ram for certain low-in come 
ag ed, blin d an d disabled person s. It is desig n ed to reach 
sofn e of those whose resou rces, thou g h limited, are too 
g reat to qu alify them for the federal Su pplemen tal Secu ri­ 
ty In come prog ram. Cu rren tly , in div idu als with adju sted 
mon thly in comes of more than $146 ($219 for cou ples) are 
in elig ible for SSI, ev « i thou g h man y of them mu st stru g ­ 
g le to pay for the simplest n ecessities. 
This n ew prog ram, to be fu lly fu n ded by the state, will 
reach between 2,000 an d 3,000 person s. To qu alify , a per­ 
son or hou sehold mu st satisfy stan dards relatin g to in ­ 
come (abou t $190 a mon th max imu m for in div idu als), as­ 
sets an d n eed. The Departmen t of Pu blic Aid, with offices 
in ev ery cou n ty , will be comin g ou t with more details lat­ 
er.

Ford pushes for 
gradual transition 
to metric system 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Ford admin istration hopes to 
ease America in to the g rams- 
an d-meters metric sy stem with­ 
ou t ben efit of g ov ern men t ad 
to the workers an d in du stries 
that hav e to bu y n ew tools. 
Un dersecretary of Commerce 
John K. Tu bor con firmed that 
the proposal, soon to he sen t to 
(Eg ress, will be essen tially 
the same as on e adv ocated by 
Presiden t Richard M. Nix on 
which failed to win con g ression ­ 
al approv al twice ov er the last 
three y ears. 
The l^islation wou ld create 
a n ation al metric con v ersion 
board to adv ise in du stry , con ­ 
su mers an d ag ricu ltu re on how 
to adopt the metric sy stem on a 
v olu n tary basis ov er a 10-y ear 
period. 
Labor u n ion s aiKl small bu si­ 
n esses lon g hav e opposed the 
plan becau se it prov ides n o 
g ov M’n men t reimbu rsemen t for 
retoolin g costs. 
Some Democrats attempted 
last y ear to write in su bsidies 
for small firms an d in div idu al 
workers who prov ide their own 
tools, bqjL admin istration back­ 
ers chose to kill the bill rather 
than allow that. 


“Tlie admin istration believ es, 
that the federal g ov ern men t 
shou ld n ot pay bu sin ess, in ­ 
du stry or others for the chan g e 
to metric,” Tabor said.

Syrup buckets 
coming down 
JAFFREY CENTER, N.H. 
(AP) — The old bu ckets that 
for g en eration s hav e hu n g on 
New En g lan d’s su g ar maple 
trees appear to be on the way 
ou t for some produ cers, the v ic­ 
tims of g au g es, thermostats 
an d miles of plastic tu bin g . 
“I’v e g ot on e bu cket (on a 
tree) u p here — for n ostalg ia’s 
sake,” say s Dan iel M. John son , 
who has some 2,000 taps on the 
maples on his small farm in 
sou thern New Hampshire. 
The taps are con n ected by 
eig ht miles of tu bin g to 12 
bu ckets 
placed 
alon g 
a 
roadbed. 
When John son wan ts to col­ 
lect the maple, he pu mps the 
sap from the 12 bu ckets in to a 
500-g allon tan k on the hack of 
his tru ck an d tran sports it to a 
n earby su g ar hou se. There it is 
boiled u n til it tu rn s in to maple 
sy ru p. 
‘"n ie whole trick is that in ­ 
stead of g oin g to 2,000 bu ckets, 
I‘m g oin g to 12 bu ckets,” he 
said, recallin g that when he be­ 
g an drawin g sap 10 y ears ag o 
he bou g ht 50 plastic taps with 
tu bin g an d 50 oldsty le bu ckets. 
Bu t the bu ckets hav e v irtu al­ 
ly v an ished. 
“I learn ed fast,” John son 
said. “The bu ckets were fu n , 
bu t the tu bin g is really g reat.” 
A n eig hbor, (Zharles W. Ba­ 
con Jr., has g on e on e step fu r­ 
ther toward mechan ization , ad­ 
mittin g that perhaps “I’v e g on e 
a little u ltra u ltra.” 
Bacon u ses a v acu u m sy stem 
that pu lls the sap from the 
trees throu g h plastic tu bin g to 
a series of bu ckets. From the 
bu ckets, the sap is pu mped 
to the su g ar hou se. 
“This sy stem g ets from 50 to 
100 per cen t more sap than a 
sy stem with plastic tu bin g 
alon e,” he said. “An d the plas­ 
tic tu bin g su pplies twice the 
sap from the same n u mber of 
taps as the bu ckets.” 
Gau g es mon itor pressu re in 
the sy stem an d thermostats 
shu t machin es on an d off, de­ 
pen din g on whether the sap is 
ru n n in g . 
Bacon admits 
he 
mig ht hav e a little too mu ch 
equ ipmen t, hu t say s he is a 
g adg eteer who likes to tin ker. 


John son produ ces abou t 200 
g allon s of sy ru p a y ear an d Ba­ 
con between 400 an d 500 g al­ 
lon s. Both say the deman d for 
maple sy ru p has in creased in 
recen t y ears, with the cu rren t 
in terest in n atu ral foods.

their acts are on ly part of their 
job, seek homosex u al relation ­ 
ship after hou rs. 
The serg ean t also related 
cases of lu st mu rders where a 
person is u su ally actin g ou t a 
fan tasy , an d v oy eu rism of 
which win dow watchin g is a 
form. X-rated mov ies are also a 
form of v oy eru ism in a com­ 
mercialized form. 
The main poin t the serg ean t 
was g ettin g across, accordin g 
to Miss Weiser, was “what po­ 
lice do an d how to han dle sex 
crimes,” which mean s n ot to 
harass or embarrass the crimi­ 
n al. 
March 6 at the academy the 
class wen t ov er the state stat­ 
u te on rape, ex hibition ists, in ­ 
cest, in decen t-liberty charg e, 
an d pu blic in decen cy . Discu ss­ 
in g these laws with the class 
were two attorn ey s from the at­ 
torn ey g en eral’s office.

Al­ 
thou g h rape as a crime does n ot 
rate on the same scale in (Chica­ 
g o as it does in Dix on , there are 
certain measu res or precau ­ 
tion s which ev ery g irl can take 
to prev en t rape. 
There is n o way to pick ou t a 
rapist or sex dev ian t from a 
crowd of people u n less the per­ 
son tries somethin g . “The 
worst part of a sex dev ian t is he 
starts as an ex hibition ist or a 
win dow-peeper an d his acts 
ten d to worsen ,” accordin g to 
Miss Weiser. 
The best way for a woman to 
prev en t rape is n ot to pick u p 
hitchhikers, stay ou t of dark al­ 
ley s, walk cbwn the middle of a 
dark parkin g lot an d stay away 
from the edg e of a bu ildin g . 
Carol also had other ideas to 
help prev en t rape or what to do 
if it happen s, from some of her 
research materials, an d plan s 
to ex pan d on the ideas in the 
pamphlet she is preparin g . 
Prev en tion ag ain st rape for 
women who liv e in an apart­ 
men t is importan t, as is pre­ 
cau tion on the streets. When g o­ 
in g in to an apartmen t the g irl 
shou ld hav e her key ready to 
u n lock the door an d on ce the 
door is open g o in to the apart­ 
men t immediately , shu ttin g the 
door behin d her. 
Women shou ld n ev er g et on 
an elev ator if on ly on e man is 
on it. If all other people on an 
elev ator g et off, leav in g the 
woman with on e man , she 
shou ld g et off or she shou ld g et 
off the elev ator if she feels u n ­ 
comfortable with a certain man 
also ridin g the elev ator. Women 
shou ld in sist on a g ood lock an d 
an ou tside lig ht from their lan d­ 
lord. This lock shou ld in clu de a 
deadbolt, chain an d a peephole. 
The woman shou ld also check 
with the lan dlord abou t keepin g 
a protectiv e dog ev en if her 
lease states n o pets. 
Lastly , after a woman has 
safeg u arded her home or 
apartmen t, she shou ld g o ou t 
an d check if she can break in . 
On the street the woman 
shou ld carry en ou g h mon ey for 
emerg en cies an d dress san ely . 
While waitin g for pu blic tran s­ 
portation , the woman shou ld 
keep her hack ag ain st the wall 
or if driv in g , her car shou ld be 
position ed in a g ood, n ot dan ­ 
g erou s, spot in the parkin g lot. 
An d ev en if the car doors are 
locked, the woman shou ld 
check the back seat. 
If the woman shou ld be 
raped, there are certain meas­ 
u res she can take to keep the at­ 
tacker from g ettin g v iolen t. 
Du rin g a rape in ciden t, the 
woman shou ld stay calm an d

Leather becoming 
more prestigious 


CHICA(X) (AP) — There’s al­ 
most an ev en chan ce y ou ’re 
walkin g arou n d with somethin g 
other than leather on y ou r feet, 
bu t hides an d other cattle by ­ 
produ cts still fin d their way 
in to the econ omy . 
“All throu g h history , prac­ 
tically ev ery skin that was tak­ 
en off an an imal has been pu t 
to u se,” said Eu g en e Kilik, ex ­ 
ecu tiv e v ice presiden t of the 
Tan n ers Cou n cil of America. 
Not too man y y ears ag o, 
abou t 80 per cen t of the hides 
produ ced in this cou n try wen t 
in to the man u factu re of shoes. 
This has slipped to less than 70 
per cen t, Kilik estimated. 
Bu t he said on ly abou t 57 per 
cen t of the shoes worn in the 
Un ited States hav e leather u p­ 
pers. The rest are con stru cted 
of some man -made produ ct. 
The redu ction in leather u se 
for shoes has been taken u p in 
other fin ished g oods, an d the 
deman d for hides appears to be 
on the in crease, Kilik said, 
partly becau se of a g radu al 
price declin e last y ear. 
“Leather became v ery com­ 
petitiv e with man -made prod­ 
u cts in 1974,” Kilik said, “an d 
this primarily helped the g ar­ 
men t area. An d the prospects 
are ev en better this y ear. 
He said su ch items as leather 
jackets, coats an d fashion 
g oods for women were in hot 
deman d. 
“They hav e a u n iqu e v alu e,” 
he said. “TTiey ’re v ery fashion ­ 
able, they hav e prestig e v alu e 
an d they last a lon g time.” 
“Tlie tan n eries are v ery opti­ 
mistic n ow,” he said. “Their 
competitiv e position is better 
than ev er. It seems that the 
more sy n thetics are u sed the 
more leather is appreciated.” 
Kilik said he an ticipates 
abou t a 10 per cen t in crease in 
leather deman d this y ear, “an d 
also a lon g ru n in crease.” 
For the first time, more than 
half of the cattle hides pro­ 
du ced in this cou n try were ex ­ 
ported in 1974. They come back 
as shoes, clothin g , han dbag s, 


baseball g lov es an d other fin ­ 
ished produ cts. 
To the meat packin g com­ 
pan y , hides are ju st on e of 
man y by -produ cts produ ced in 
the slau g hterin g operation . 


Tie u n dig ested food an d blad­ 
der water are abou t the on ly 
waste in cattle. 
What happen s to the other 
by -produ cts depen ds on su pply 
an d deman d. 
If there’s g ood deman d for 
v ariety meats — kidn ey , heart, 
ton g u e, tripe an d the like — 
they are sold as su ch. 
If deman d slacken s, they g o 
in to the ren derin g v at for proc­ 
essin g in to protein for an imal 
feed an d in edible fat for soap 
an d other in du strial u ses. 


From a 1,000-pou n d steer, 
abou t 43 
pou n ds ev en tu ally 
will be sold as retail meat cu ts, 
a (» ekin g in du stry spokesman 
said. Mos^l of the rest is by ­ 
produ ct an d a smaU amou n t is 
waste.

Skirv in had been co mmuting 
reg ularly between Oklaho ma 
City and Washing to n to v isit his 
sister after she suffered a bro ­ 
ken hip in a fall two y ears ag o . 
She nev er fully reco v ered fro m 
the injury . 


In an interv iew last y ear, 
Mrs. Mesta discussed her ro le 
as reig ning Washing to n ho stess 
fo r nearly 3 0 y ears. 
“ My parties play a po litical 
ro le, definitely .

PARIS — (NEA) — To storm 
the last u ndispu ted bastion of 
eminent 
Frenchmen, 
the 
French Academy , is the goal of 
a most celebrated, conv inced 
and ardent feminist, Madame 
Lou ise Weiss. 
She also happens to be a most 
u nu su al Frenchwoman who, at 
the age of 81, can boast of a long 
and intensely activ e career as a 
jou rnalist, au thor, lectu rer, 
sociologist, film produ cer and 
patron of the arts. She roamed 
the world long before Women’s 
Lib was born and in the 1930s 
campaigned for women’s po 
litical and sociological rights 
Du ring that epoch she fou nded 
and ^ited an internationally 
minded, controv ersial m ag­ 
azine, “ L’Eu rope Nou v elle.” 
All her life Lou ise Weiss has 
battled against the social 
segregation 
of 
men 
amd 
women. She say s: "Academi­ 
cians, and most men, for that 
matter, wax wTathfu l when any 
mention of abolishing this 
segregation is made. Their 
attitu de 
is: 
‘Intellectu al 
creation is reserv ed for men; 
the creation of children, for 
women.’ ’’ 
Known as the "Immortals,’’ 
the members of the French 
Academy , whose nu mber is 
fix ed at 40 and whose ages 
range from the 50s to the 90s, 
are resolu tely opposed to the 
v ery idea of woman in their 
mid^t. 
With a whimsical smile. 


therefore, Lou ise Weiss ad­ 
mits: “I’ll nev er make it, bu t 
it’s fu n to try .’’

stipu lates that its 40 members 
mu st be elected by an absolu te 
majority . On the death of one of 
its memebers the newly elected 
academician mu st deliv er the 
eu logy of his predecessor. 
Still today , 
the French 
Academy clings to its pre- 
ri^ativ es and traditions. One is 
that it is the highest-ranking 
national establishment after 
the gov ernment itself and 
another is the u niform worn for 
all official fu nctions which 
dates back to its inception. This 
is of dark green cloth, the front 
of the tail coat encru sted in gold 
embroidery , a bicorne , also 
embroidered 
and 
ostrich- 
trimmed, and finally , a gold- 
handled sword. 
Presu mably , if ev er a woman 
shou ld 
set 
foot 
in 
this 
sacrosanct 
institu tion 
the 
sword wou ld be dispensed with. 
The presence of Lou ise Weiss 
in this assemblage wou ld be a 
definite attraction. At 81 she is 
a u niqu e perscmality , radiating 
charm combined with a sense 
of hu mor and great wit. Tall 
and stately , she is well aware 
of the importance of dress. 
Indeed, she cou ld claim the 
title of “best-dressed lectu rer."

who cou ld aspire to the French 
Academy . "It wou ld be strange 
indeed," she said at a recent 
press lu ncheon, "that among 
the 26 million women who liv e 
in France and share its griefs 
and joy s there shou ld not be 
ev en one to at least hav e the 
v alu e of a fortieth member." 
Discu ssing the women’s lib 
mov ement as seen from this 
side of the Atlantic, Madame 
Weiss commented that what 
women wanted, after all, was 
pu rely and simply priv ileges, 
all in the name of equ ality . 
Becau se, in effect, they now 
hav e all the political rights bu t 
do not u se them in a logical 
way . 
“After all," she stressed, 
"when y ou ask women at a 
meeting what they need most, 
they will, for ex ample, say : 
More nu rseries. That’s all v ery 
well, bu t if they want them they 
mu st militate for them. Wishfu l 
thinking nev er brou ght any body 
any thing." 
Coming back to French­ 
women, she declared they had 
nev er u nderstood team work. 
When France was liberated and 
General De Gau lle granted 
women the v ote, the grou nd­ 
work had all been done long be­ 
fore.

altogether in agreement with 
the setting u p by President 
Giscard d’Estaing of the min­ 
istry of the “little difference" 
as she calls the new Ministry 
for Women’s Condition. Why 
Stale legislatures more receptive to issues 


WASHINGTON (AP) — State 
gov ernments were in the fore­ 
front of legislativ e initiativ es 
last y ear becau se they were the 
first to perceiv e pu blic senti­ 
ment on major issu es, say s a 
federal adv isory commission. 
While national news su ch as 
President Nix on’s resignation 
and the deepening recession 
dominated 
pu blic 
attenticm, 
"the states were able to act 
decisiv ely in many areas to 
meet the needs of their citi­ 
zens,” the panel said in its an­ 
nu al report. 
Howev er, some of the state 
¡W(^rams,particu larly political 
reforms, were similar to meas­ 
u res enacted earlier by Con­ 
gress. 
In contrast to the federal gov ­ 
ernment, 16 states ad(H>ted 
gasoline rationing plans to help 
shorten long lines at gas sta­ 
tions du ring the height of the 
energy crisis, the report said. 
Gov ernors in 15 states were 
granted emergency powers to 
deal with energy problems, and 
19 states created commissi<Mis 
and agencies to coordinate su p- 


ply and demand of energy . 
Thirty states enacted laws 
gov erning financing of political 
campaigns. 
And while the federal bu dget 
deficit grew larger, more than 
40 states reported financial su r­ 
plu ses in their treasu ries for 
fiscal 197 4, althou gh part of this 
was the resu lt of federal rev e­ 
nu e sharing. 
The report was issu ed by the 
Adv isory Commission on Inter­ 
gov ernmental Relations, which 
was created by Congress in 
1959 to monitor the federal sy s­ 


tem and recommend improv e­ 
ments. 
In a rev iew of programs 
enacted by state legislatu res, 
the commission reported that, 
"As has occu rred in the past, 
they (the states) were the first 
to perceiv e citizen desires and 
translate them into legislativ e 
or ex ecu tiv e action." 


Energy conserv ation was a 
major topic in many states, the 
report said. Eighteen states ap­ 
propriated fu nds for research 
of alternativ es to oil based 


energy , while six states ex ­ 
panded the scope of their bu ild­ 
ing codes to inclu de requ ire­ 
ments for ev alu ation of the 
energy u se of a proposed stru c­ 
tu re. 
Political reforms also were a 
major produ ct of state legisla­ 
tu res in 1974 in the aftermath 
of the Watergate scandals, the 
report said.

"Third, many of these foods 
are economical on a day -to-day 
basis." 
Beehiv e is one of sev eral 
firms across the nation offering 
these packages. 
The idea of dehy drated food 
is not new. Schools, prisons and 
other institu tions hav e been 
serv ing dehy drated potatoes 
and v egetables for y ears to 
sav e the waste and shipping 
costs of fresh produ ce. 
Bu t su ddenly these dehy ­ 
drated foods hav e become a $30 
million-a-y ear bu siness. 
Beehiv e’s food comes in cans 
which look mu ch like gallon 


paint cans. A new process has 
been added — v acu u m sealing 
with gases which prev ent spoil­ 
age — to insu re long shelf-life. 
To prepare it, y ou scoop ou t as 
mu ch of the foodstu ff as y ou 
want, add water and heat. 


’The resu lts look like food arkl 
taste to some like real food, 
while to others tlwy ’re some­ 
thing like Army K-rations. 
Whipple’s $^ food plan in­ 
clu des fru its su ch as apples, 
pru nes and bananas as well as 
v egetables su ch as potatoes, 
carrots, celery and v ariou s 
kinds of beans. It also inclu des 
nonfat dry milk, bou illon, pea­ 
nu t bu tter powder, spaghetti, 
sev eral kinds of cereal and 53 
three-ou nce serv ings of pop­ 
corn. 


There is no meat, althou gh 
Whipple does sell dehy drated 
meat in his retail stores. It’s 
ex pensiv e. The food package 
contains a cheaper soy bean 
su bstitu te v ariou sly flav ored 
like beef, chicken, pork or ham.

Su ch a fu ll and activ e life has 
Lou ise Weiss led since she 
started ou t in jou rnalism at the 
age of 20 that her cu rricu lu m 
v itae takes u p two pages. She 
has lectu red in the United 
States and Britain (she speaks 
English flu ently ), was sent to 
Moscow 
as 
a 
special 
correspondent in 1921, has 
trav elled to India, China, the 
Middle East, Alaska, Northern 
Canada and West Africa. 
Du ring World War II she edited 
a clandestine newspaper, was 
activ e in the Undergrou nd 
u nder the name of Valentine 
Agent 141 and was a member of 
the Cou ncil of the Resistance, 
^ e fou nded the Institu te for the 
Sciences of Peace in 1970, of 
which she is the president. 


Highway proposal 
open to criticism 


NEW YORK (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Ford’s order releasing as 
mu ch as $2 billion in highway 
fu nds is open to criticism that 
it is an ex pedient rather than a 
plan, and a contradictory one 
at that. 
Bu t this is an economy of 
contradictions. 
While u rging the nation to cu t 
back on its consu mption of 
energy . Ford is in effect seeing 
to it that the u se of energy is 
encou raged by bu ilding the 
roads ov er which the energy - 
bu raers operate. 
Most people can list a half- 
dozen socially desirable proj­ 
ects, beginning with mass tran­ 
sit projects that actu ally wou ld 
sav e energy , that cou ld benefit 
from a similar infu sion of 
fu nds. 
Bu t while oil and other com­ 
modities might be in short su p­ 


ply , criticism isn’t. Leadership 
throu ghou t the world is faced 
today with su ch a complex of 
circu mstances 
that 
nothing 
seems to satisfy , or ev en seem 
io8 ‘cal. 
^ 
Perhaps the most baffling 
conflict is the concu rrent rise 
in nationalism and the growing 
interdependence of nations. 
The Arabs, for ex ample, can 
sell all the oil they can drain 
from the sands bu t it won’t do 
them mu ch good if Western in­ 
du strial nations don’t bu y it, 
becau se then the Arabs cou ldn’t 
bu y Western technology . 
Another head-on conflict ex ­ 
ists between the rise in con­ 
su mer ex pectations throu ghwit 
the world and the need for 
energy 
to

pectations into reality . And that 
reality , in tu rn, often conflicts 
with the env ironment.
